1. TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 15. ARRIVAL PROCEDURE 

1850 HOURS ARRIVE BEN-GURION AIRPORT. ISRAELI WELCOMING 
PARTY WILL INCLUDE FOREIGN MINISTER ALLON, MFA 
DIRECTOR GENERAL AVINERI, DEPUTY DIRECTOR GENERAL 
EVRON, AMBASSADOR DINITZ, DIRECTOR OF PROTOCOL 
AMIR, MFA SPOKESMAN PRIMOR, AND DIRECTOR OF NORTH 
AMERICAN ADFAIRS RAVIV. THE EMBASSY WELCOMING 
PARTY WILL INCLUDE CHARGE DUNNIGAN, PUBLIC AFFAIRS 
COUNSELOR MOSS, ADMINISTRATIVE COUNSELOR BAJEK, 

POLITICAL COUNSELOR CRUMP AND DEFENSE ATTACHE 
COLONEL BISSELL. (ECONOMIC COUNSELOR DOZIER 
WILL HAVE GONE AHEAD TO THE KING DAVID IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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JERUSALEM.) 

2. THE AIRCRAFT WILL HALT AT THE POINT NEAR THE TERMINAL 
CUSTOMARILY USED FOR VIPS; AMIR AND DUNNIGAN WILL BOARD THE 
PLANE TO GREET THE SECRETARY AND HIS PARTY AND WILL ACCOMPANY 
THEM DOWN THE RAMP WHERE THEY WILL BE INTRODUCED TO ALLON. 

AFTER MEETING OTHERS IN THE GROUP, THE SECRETARY AND THE 
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MINISTER WILL STEP TO THE MICROPHONE. THE SECRETARY WILL 
BE WELCOMED BY ALLON AND WILL RESPOND WITH HIS ARRIVAL 
STATEMENT. THE AIRPORT AUTHORITIES WILL PROVIDE FLOOD 
LIGHTS AND A SCREEN TO MINIMIZE AIRCRAFT NOISE (SIX FLIGHTS 
WILL BE DEPARTING AND TWO ARRIVING IN THIRTY MINUTES AROUND 
1850). WE WILL PREPARE COPIES OF THE ARRIVAL STATEMENT 
FOR DISTRIBUTION TO THE PRESS IF BAD WEATHER PROHIBITS 
A STATEMENT IN THE OPEN. 

3. AFTER CONCLUDING THESE REMARKS THE PARTY WILL 
ENTER THEIR VEHICLES FOR THE MOTORCADE TO JERUSALEM.

EMBASSY PARTICIPANTS WILL BE DUNNIGAN, DOZIER, CRUMP

VEHICLE WILL ACCOMPANY CAR NO. 1. 

0800 HOURS PRIVATE BREAKFAST FOR THE SECRETARY WITH 
PRIME MINISTER RABIN. 

0915 HOURS SECRETARY DEPARTS FROM PRIME MINISTERS'S 
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RESIDENCE FOR YAD VASHEM BY CAR NO. 1 . 

0920 HOURS HABIB, CARTER AND DUNNIGAN DEPART FROM KING DAVID

MINISTER HAUSNER WILL CONDUCT THE SECRETARY'S
